WARREN, Ohio, June 24.—Sym- 
pathetic strikers and demonstra- 
tions during the past 24 hours to- 
day forced authorities to withdraw 
the protection of the National 
Guard from the back to work 
movement at the Republic Steel 
mill here. 

Sheriff Roy 8. Hardman an- 
nounced that he would now en- 
force the status quo in accordance 
with Governor Martin L. Davey’s 
order sending in the National 


Individual identification cards 
will be given to all scabs inside the 
mill, and no others will be per- 
mitted to enter until further no- 
tice. 

This was the main demand of the 
6,000 sympathy strikers in 14 plants 
and of the vast demonstrations of 
Republic pickets which lasted until 
late last night. 


TENSION EASES 


Strike leaders here declared they 
were satisfied that the protest 
movement had achieved its primary 
objective. 

As National Guardsmen began to 
enforce Hardman's new order in 
strike-torn Warren, the tension of 
the past day began to ease. and 
the sympathy strikes were called 
off. 

The crisis here which almost pre- 
cipitated a clash last night came as 
a result of Judge Lynn W. Griffiths’ 
injunction restraining pickets from 
blocking mill entrances.

The Britism-owned Island of Trinidad off the coast 
of Venezuela has just been the scene of a ghastly 
slaughter of striking workers that ranks with Bloody 
Sunday at the Republic Steel Mill in South Chicago. 
Fourteen strikers were killed and forty-four injured, 
the majority of them Negroes. British marines have 
clamped dowh a reign of martial law. The strike of 
the 5,000 oil workers is the first serious attempt of the 
oil field workers at organization. Demands for in- 
creased wages and union recognition were presented. 

The oil strike began to assume proportions. of an 
island-wide general strike, which the British imperial- 
ists decided to crush in their traditional style, per- 
fected through scores of years of practice in India and 
China. Strikers were mowed down and then marines 
were landed. 

The oi] flelds of Trinidad, the famous pitch (as- 
phalt) lake like the large sugar estates refineries, cane 
and cocoa plantations, are owned by absentee land- 
lords in Great Britain and the United States. A few 
white overseers rule the island of Trinidad with its 
population of 425,000, the majority of whom are Ne- 
groes. Native East Indians and Chinese have from 
time to time been imported as “indentured laborers” 
whose conditions were not much above that of the 
Chinese coolies.

Undoubtedly the present strike marks the resur- 
gence of the labor movement in Trinidad which pre- 
viously, under the reformist leadership of Captain 
Cipriani (now mayor of the leading city, Port-of- 
Spain), was straitjacketed. The vast organization 
campaign has not only succeeded in winning the oil 
and sugar workers but also gained numerous recruits 
among the store clerks (whose average wage is about 
four shillings or 96 cents a week), domestic workers, 
and other groups of unorganized tailers. .

NLY a few months ago Westbrook Pegler, the col- 
O umnist, was burning up in public every day 
against the Nazis. This gave quite a few people 
‘the illusion that here was another American who had finally discovered 
what America was about. Now they are sorely puzzled; the kid whom 
they were rooting for has taken a terrific dive. It all looks as fishy as 
1 Dirty Willie Hearst had slipped into his dressing room, and handed 
bur“ boy a dose of the familiar yellow powder. 

i But he was never our“ boy; that was the 
mistake some of the Pegler fans made. Mr. Pegler 
understands nothing and is loyal to nothing but 
himself, which makes him the perfect bourgeois. 
His fight against the Nazis was not a matter of 
principle, but of personal prejudice, Someone of 
the many fat-brained Storm Troopers must have 
stepped on his corns in Germany, or perhaps he 
never did like Germans anyway. Probably now some 
fat-witted income tax collector in America has 
rubbed Pegler the wr way and he is shrieking 
the Storm Troopers of Landon and Hearst to come and rescue him. 
As for trade unions, they also seem a vague threat to Mr. Pegler's 
freedom, and by the size of his howls of hatred‘ and rage you would 
think he were at least a Steel Trust magnate, instead of the proprietor 

of a journalistic peanut stand. 

But Pegler was never interested in his fellow-workers in the 

newspaper business. As far as I can remember, he has never written 
a single friendly line about the struggles of the Newspaper Guild to 
restore manhood to the mice who had been living in the lower wage 
brackets of the newspapér “game.”

They have a whole system of artificial deductions for interest, 
losses, etc. — interest on loans made to themselves or to their families 
or holding companies losses sustained through phony sales to each

Then they also form family partnerships, pension trusts, and other - 
wise split the big income into a group of smaller and less taxable ones. 

Oh, they have a lot of such shyster tricks, and it all results in a 
multi-millionaire like J. P. Morgan paying less in taxes per year than 
a minor clerk in one of his banks.
